FLEET OF AEROPLANES, 


Naval Licutenant Has a Scheme 
to Employ Man-Birds 
in Warfare At Sea.

BRIDGEPORT (Ct.). May 11.—An 
apparatus for launching aeroplanes 
from the decks of warships in action 
without requiring any elaborate spe- 
cial rigging and without interfering 
with the firing of the guns is being 
perfected here under the supervision 
of Lieut.

MAN DEAD. 


SOCIAL SCANDAL IN THE PRUS- 
SIAN ARMY REVEALED. 

Kaiser’s Companion, Who Bor- 

rowed From His Wealthier Col- 

league on the Terms of Shylock, Is 

Slain by Baronial Son of Former 

Secretary of Foreign Affairs. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BERLIN, May 11.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] No scandal in recent years 
has aroused a greater sensation in 
all circles of German society than. 
the tragic duel fought in a lonely 
clearing at Jungfernheide yesterday 
between Baron Oswald Von Rich- 
thofen, son of the late Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, and Lieut. Wilhelm 
Von Gaffron. While the affair is 
hardly likely to bring about the 
abolition of the rigid dueling code 
prescribed for German officers, it has 
thrown a glaring light on the possi- 
bilities of that method of settling dif- 
ferences as well as in conditions pre- 
vailing in certain military circles. 

Both men came from aristocratic 
families. Lieut. Gaffron, who lived 
in Potsdam, was often a member of 
the royal hunts led by the Emperor. 
It appears that the conditions of the 
duel, which was fought at daybreak, 
‘were murderous in their severity, re- 
quiring the simultaneous exchange of 
shots at fifteen paces until one or the 
other of the combatants was inca- 
pacitated. 

Gaffron was piérced by a bullet in 
the abdomen at the second shot and 
sank unconscious, dying last nicht. 

The quarrel was about money and 
one result of the affair will be to at- 
tract attention afresh to the straits 
to which young officers are reduced 
m@ order to keep up appearances.

OBITUARY.

of Oregon, died suddenly yesterday at 
his home in this city. Mr. Grover was 
Governor of Oregon from 1870 to 
1877. He was a Democrat. Gov. 
Grover became a national character 
during the Tilden-Hayes Presidential 
controversy, Which happened white 
he was in Office. The outcome of that 
election rested upon three States, 
Louisiana, Florida and Oregon. The

Three Republican 
electors had been chosen in this 
State, but one of them, Joseph Watts, 
was a postimaster. As the Democrats 
brought up the constitutional pro- 
vision forbidding the holder of any 
lucrative Federal office from becoming 
an elector, Got. Grover issued a cer- 
tificate of élection to a Democrat 
named Cronin of Portland in Watts’s 
place. Cornin had secured the high- 
est number of Democratic votes for 
the place. The two Republican 
electors would not recognize Cronin.. 
Watts resigned his office as postmas- 
ter, was chosen by the Republican 
electors on the theory that they had 
the right to fill the vacancy, and 
these three Republicans cast the 
votes which put Hayes into office.

Ramona and her playmate, Helen 
Atterbury, aged 13, the daughter of 
Benjamin F. Atterbury of No. 615 
Commonwealth avenue, declare that 
Jimmy was using the McWilliams 
home as his point of attack. When 
shot. from the air rifle rained against 
the side of the house, the girls say 
they told him to stop shooting in their 
direction. When the firing continued, 
they moved to the other side of the 
porch to get out of range. 
A few minutes later Jimmy, the 
girls declare, came up to the sidewalk 
with his two companions and leveled 
the gun at them. 

PULLS THE TRIGGER. 
Helen Atterbutfy says she ordered 
him to put the gun down, exclaiming, 
The 
words were hardly out of her mouth 


when Jimmy pulled the trigger. Ra- 


mona threw both hands to her head 
and ran crying into the house where 
she fainted. 

* The screams of the girl brought the 
maid, Anna Kirman, and Madeline 
McWilliams, Ramona’s sister, Into the 
room, Mrs. McWilliams having gone 
shopping. They carried her to an ad- 
joining room where first aid remedies 
were applied. 

When Mrs. McWilliams returned 
home a few minutes later, Dr. Mary 
Green was summoned and found that 
the shot had not penetrated the head, 
inflicting only a flesh wound two 


‘linches above the right eye.’ 


The mothers of both children are 
prominent socially and belong to sev- 
eral clubs. Mrs. McWilliams had for- 
bidden Jimmy to come to the house, 
so she says, because he bothered the 
girls. 
Ramona said that she liked Jimmy, 
but he wanted to devote all his time 
at her house and she was getting tired 
of him 

INNOCENT PUN. 
Mrs. McWillams was réluctant to 
discuss the shooting, declaring, that 
she was so thankful her little girl 
hadn’t been killed that she was will- 
ing to let the affair pass over. Mc- 
Williams has been East on business 
and is expected home today. 
[The children attend the Hoover 
Street school. When the shooting of 
Ramona became known at the school, 
the teachers took the matter up and 
in several rooms sound lectures 
—- playing with guns were de-

Mrs. ‘Phillips refused to discusssthe 
shooting further than to say that 
Jimmy was having innocent fun shoot- 
ing at the side of the house and that 
one of the bullets accidentally struck | 
the little McWilliams girl. 
The affair, however, appears to have 
destroyed a budding fondness of Ra- 
mona for Jimmy. The latter doesn't 
seem to care as he is absorbed with an 
Indian suit and a new sword.

OHIO LEGISLATORS ENGAGE MEN

Them in a Dragnet. 


OLUMBUS (0.) May 11.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] That the first 

real fight between the detectives 
of the Burns and Pinkerton agencies 
is now on and will continue through- 
out the present investigation of brib- 
ery charges in the Ohio Legislature 
is the statement of State officials who 
have seen them in operation against 
each other. 

Just as soon as the Burns men 
turned the tables on the Legislators, 
these lawmakers sent to Chicago for 
several Pinkerton men. The result is 
that while the Burns men are work- 
ing on the cases here, the Pinkerton 
men are watching them and are also 
running down the past records of the 
Burns operatives. 

Detectives Barry and Bailey, who 
are in charge of the Columbus case 
now, while Detective Burns is in Chi- 
cago, gave out a telegram this after- 
noon from Detective F. 8S. Harrison in 
which he states that the legislators 
and not the detectives are on trial in 
Ohio. UHarrison also stated that if 
Senator Andrews really said what he 


was credited with last evening, that. 


he is either misinformed or is a willful 
liar. Andftews today repeated his ac- 
cusations and says there is more to 
come. 

SCOPE IS WIDENED. 

The scope of the. investigation be- 
ing made by the grand jury was wid- 
ened today when witnesses were ques- 
tioned as to the bills affecting coal 
operators, salary loan sharks and 
trading stamps, Which were in the 
Legislature not 80 many days ago.

RADE SECRETS 
ARE DIVULGED. 


TELLS THE LADIES. 


He Says That the Deference Paid 
Genius Is Compelled by the Clever 
Press Agent Who Exploits the Pe- 
cularities and Achievements of the 
Literary Creators. 


HOLLYWOOD, May 11 —L. Frank 
Baum, author of the “Wizard of Oz” 
and popular children's tales, gave a 
very interesting talk before the Cur- 
rent Events Club on the occasion of 
its annual meeting and banquet at the 
Mountain View Inn, Tuesday even- 
ing. 

Baum’s subject was, “The Relations 
of Authors to Publishers and the Pub- 
lic.” That the success of numbers of 
modern popular authors is due to the 
efforts of salaried press agents was a 
new and somewhat startling idea to 
some members of the club. Baum 
cited the case of a Chicago literary 
man of more than national reputa- 
tion who broke into the field some 
years ago with a series of newspaper 
sketches alive with human interest, 


Later public interest dragged and the 
writer was reduced to earning a bare 
living on “String-stuff."" When his 
fortunes were at low ebb George Barr 
McCutcheon strongly advised him to 
employ a press agent. The success- 
ful press man for a circus just clos- 
ing his season was engaged on a five- 
year contract and the wolf at the 
author's door was driven away back 
into the woodlot. Baum said that 
the publisher considered the services 
and ability of the writer's press agent 
in fixing the amount of royalty to be 
paid, in making contracts to bring 
out new books. Edward Winterer of 
the club commented that some of the 
most successful clergymen and attor- 
neys of these days had their personal 
press agents.

CELL BONDS TO 
PROVIDE FUNDS. 


SENTIMENT CRYSTALLIZING IN 
FAVOR OF AN ISSUE. ; 


South Pasadena Has Not One 
Street Which Is Improved Along 
Modern Lines and Its Thoroughb- 
fares Are Used by Many Thousands 
of People Daily. 


ONEONTA PARK, May 11.—The 
general improvement in Southern Cali- 
fornia for a system of good roads 
bids fair to take fruitful hold upon 
public opinion in South Pasadena. 
At present the city has not one sin- 
gle street that is paved or otherwise 
improved for permanent and com- 
fortable travel, although the city is 
traversed by such well known and 
much used thoroughfares as Hunting- 
ton Drive, Fair Oaks avenue, Mission 
street and Monterey road. The road 
department under the instructions of 
the City Trustees is kept continuously 
busy resurfacing and reolling these 
and all other streets, only to be com- 
pelled to renew the work at least} 
every six months and even then the 
rough uneven condition of the much- 
used Huntington Drive through the 
city is notorious, 

The matter is receiving attention 
from the Board of Trade, the Lincoln 
Park League, the;Civie League of 
Oneonta Park and other civic or- 
ganizations and the City ‘Trust 
have considered informally the best 
plan of having better roads, particular- 
ly those comprising the main thor- 
oughfares above named. 

It is pointed out that Los Angeles 
on the one side and Pasadena on the 
other side have the plans and work of 
putting their main thoroughfares in 
first class modern condition well ad- 
vanced, and even Alhambra on the 
south has the name of having very | 
good roads as compared with those 
of South Pasadena. 

The main feature of the discussions 
of the matter now going on in the 
civic bodies referred to is as to the 
best and most equitable plan for pav- 
ing the main thoroughfares. It 
considered that in view of the vast 
amount of travel over and use of 
these roads by non-residents of the 
city that it would be inequitable to 
throw the whole cost of improvement 
upon abutting property ownef?s or even 
upon property within any specially 
created assessment district. | 

On the other hand it is  belleved 
public sentiment has not yet risen to 
the occasion sufficiently to sanction a 
bond issue by the city for the purpose 
of carrying out such improvements. 
There is scarcely any doubt but what 
the City Trustees would gladly take 
action if public sentiment was suffi- 
eclently crystallized to indicate upon 
what basis the permanent improve- 
ment of streets should be commenced. 
So great is the amount of travel over. 
these main thoroughfares by non-resi- 
dents and tourists that some have ex- 
pressed the belief that the indirect 
result of modernizing these road beds 
would be worth many times as much 
to the people of the city at large in 
enhancing realty values than the 
whole cost of the improvement would 
amount to if made a public charge by 
means of a bond issue.

Women Leave Car When Thomas

An Evening Hour with Riley. 

Not so very long ago there got into the 
papers a story concerning the iliness of 
James Whitcomb Riley, everybody's poet. 
It was a lugubrious threnody over a dead 
man, telling in mournful accents how the 
poet’s pen was forever stilled and his sing- 
ing voice forever silenced. 

Knowing how the pessimistic liars were 
wholly given over to mournful inventions, 
we journeyed from Pasadena to “Little 
Lockerbie street,” Indianapolis, where the 
poet has his home at 528, under the pleas- 


ant roof of Mrs. Charles A. Holstein, to ask 


him what truth there might be in this pre- 
mature obituary which was manufactured 
and published without his anowledge or con- 
sent first had and obtained. And as afore- 
time we went shouting in, Mrs. Burdette 
and her husband, and the poet shouted his 


cheery hail from his corner of the big living: . 


room and greeted us with the Riley smile, 
which has more inflections, lights and shad- 
ows in an hour than an April day has be 
tween the first shower at sunup and the

PAVING WAY FOR TEST CASE. 
School Directors Told New Law 
Does Not Provide For Paying Them 
For Attending Board Sessions. 
One of the things the _ recently 

adopted amendments to the _ city 

charter cannot do was brought to 
light .yesterday when Chief Deputy 

District-Attorney Hanna gave an 

opinion to the County Superintendent 

of Schools in which ‘he stated that 
compensation for members of the 

Board of Education must be paid out 

of funds other than those mentioned 

in the general laws. 

This compensation is fixed at what 
is practically a nominal sum, $10 for 
each meeting attended, and not to ex- 
céed a total of $50 a month for any 
one person. At the meeting held 
April 10, the Finance Committee of 
the board requested that this be al- 
lowed. ‘The total amount in the 
requisition was $130, for the meet- 
ings of March 27 and April 10. This 
was referred to Superintendent Kep-/ 
pel to find out where the funds were 
to come from. He, in turn, passed 
it on to the District Attorney. 

Hanna stated that if the board is 
entitled to compensation at all, it is 
from the city treasury. 

“I imagine the idea in making the 
request to Keppel was to test the 
amendment,” said Chairman Frank 
of the Finance Committee, yesterday. 
“Probably some of the members will 
desire to carry the matter to the 
city officials. I, myself, don’t want 
particularly to bother with it. 

“If I were to plan a system of 
school administration for a city as 
large as Los Angeles, I should have 
three commissioners appointed, at a 
good salary, to do nothing but attend 
to the schools. There is a good deal 
of hard work and sacrifice in the 
present system.”’

In the Boer war and Zulu cam, 
paign, Irwin distinguished himself on 
the field of battle, reeeiving three 
‘medals. One the King’s, one the 
Queen's and the third the Zululand 
and Natal decoration. 

Irwin was attached to the See- 
ond Seottish Horse under Col. Sir 
Colin McKengie. Twe of hig ecom- 
manding officers were killed at the 
battie of Brakenlaagte, while he him- 
self was wounded in the right leg. 
During the Zulu war he was on Col, 
Dick's headquarters staff. 

After the Boer war he jeined the 
military telegraphs, which eventual- 
ly was taken over by the civil govern- 
ment. He then associated himself 
with the Marconi people and was the 
first wireless operatpr to receive the 
message “C.Q.D." from the sinking 
Republic, whereby aid was sent and 
the passengers saved. 

On the airship “America” it was 
Irwin who gent the wireless which 
breught the Trent to the aid of the 
Wellman party 1100 miles away from 
land and hoyering over the turbu- 
lent Atlantic, 

Urwin stated that if he was going 
to remain any length of time in Logs 
Angeles, he would undoubtedly join 
the Santa Monica Cricket Club, as he 
knows Higgins, Tomkins, Egan 
Sword ' and many other Australians 
who are such a tower of strength to 
the new club by their sportsmantiks 
behavior.
